PELHAM — E.L. Crossley 
Secondary School's rowing 
club may have missed the 
boat in an insurance com¬ 
pany contest last week, but it 
continues to cross the line in 
front with its supporters. 

Saturday night, the club’s 
boosters lined up along the 
hall outside the cafeteria at 
the Pelham high school for 
servings of pasta and meat¬ 
balls from rowing team 
members. 

The team’s single largest 
fundraiser of the year, the 
16th annual E.L. Crossley 
Rowing Team’s Pasta Dinner 
was expected to raise up 
to $10,000 with proceeds 
coming the sale of meal 
tickets, half-and-half draws, 
penny sale as well as from a 
silent auction of more than 
110 donated items, including 
tickets to NHL games. 

The evening attracted up to 
400 people many members 
of the school long-standing 
rowing community.

Plan finally becomes reality

WAINFLEET — After 
12 years of planning, land 
searches and fundraising, the 
new Jericho House is about to 
hold its first event 

Cleaning crews, painters, 
floor layers, furniture movers 
and kitchen equipment install¬ 
ers are rushing to complete the 
low-level building on Rathfon 
Rd. 

It has to be ready for its inau¬ 
gural leadership symposium 
on Tuesday, Feb. 15. 

It will be held in partnership 
with King’s University College, 
which is part of the University 
of Western Ontario in London, 
Ont 

“We have invited students 
from throughout the pen¬ 
insula,” said Brother Bill 
Carrothers, a Christian Brother 
and centre administrator. 

Port Colbome Mayor Vance 
Badawey will be the keynote 
speaker at the opening. 

While adults are welcome to 
use Jericho House, "the focus 
of the centre will be on young 

The centre will host con¬ 
ferences, seminars, retreats, 
workshops, luncheons and 
other events designed to pro¬ 
mote youth leadership, justice 
and spirituality. Sister Jacquie 
Keefe said. 

"We’re ecumenical and 
inter-faith. All are welcome,” 
she said. 


The centre’s staff have had 
discussions with local Brethren 
in Christ, United, Anglican, 
Baptist and other local church 
representatives outlining the 
role of the centre and inviting 
their participation. 

“They were happy to be part 
of it,” she said. 

Keefe and Carrothers are 
teachers, facilitators and 
administrators who ran a 
similar centre in Orangeville. 
They were invited to the St. 


Catharines Diocese to set up 
one in Wainfleet and became 
involved in more than a decade 
of fundraising. 

It took more than two 
years to find the land. It’s 
a 17-acre parcel that backs 
onto the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority’s 450- 
acre Wainfleet Wetlands. It is 
close to both the TransCanada 
Trail and from Lake Erie. 

The low-level design of the 
14,000-square-foot centre, 


which echoes architect Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s Prairie style, is 
intentional, Carrothers said in 
pointing out the intention is to 
blend the building in with the 
14 acres of Carolinian forest 
around it. 

"A couple looking for it drove 
by saying they didn’t notice 
it,” he said. “We want to blend 
with the surroundings.” 

The centre, designed by 
Riamondo and Associates 
Architects Inc., includes meet¬

ing space, a chapel, dining 
room, games room and 18 
multiple occupancy bedrooms 
for one to three persons per 
room. It also meets the latest 
accessibility standards. 

The forest and green space 
around it allows for peaceful 
solitude but also outdoor rec¬ 
reation such as walking, hiking, 
snowshoeing, cycling, swim¬ 
ming, bird watching, horse¬ 
back riding and cross-country 

"Young people enjoy the 
outdoor activities” as part of 
the contemplation atmosphere 
of the centre, Carrothers said. 

He said the emphasis on 
developing leadership, justice 
and spirituality among young 
people makes the centre dif¬ 
ferent from other similar cen¬ 
tres in Niagara. Justice includes 
both social and ecological, 
which is reflected in the build¬ 
ing’s site with its land and envi¬ 
ronment, he said. 

Jericho Centre expects 
to draw groups from around 
Niagara, across Ontario and 


few international ones. 

“We wanted to develop 
a centre that was attractive, 
flexible and in harmony with 
the environment,” he said. 
“The building hugs the the 
landscape." 

Keefe and Carrothers 
recently moved into the 
Wainfleet centre from the 
former Felidan Sisters convent 
on Beatrice St. in Welland. It 
served as the Jericho House’s 
temporary home. 

Keefe, who is a Felician 
Sister, said the convent was 
originally built in the 1950s to 
serve the teaching order, who 
taught at Sts. Peter and Paul 
and other area schools. It will 
go up for sale. 

In keeping with the Felician’s 
Franciscan tradition, the new 
Jericho House has a bell tower. 
The bells are to come.

“We held it later than usual. 
We’ve been getting phone 
calls from people asking if 
they missed it," Kim Yallup, 
a Crossley teacher and the 
school’s rowing co-ordinator, 
said. 

Usually the dinner is held 
before Christmas, but by 
moving it to after the holidays 
organizers hoped to attract 
more people. 

"It didn’t seem to do it any 
harm,” said Yallup looking at 
the flow of people into the 
school Saturday. 

Earlier in the week, the 
school learned its Putting 
Youth in Boats rowing entry 
into the Aviva Community 
Fund competition failed to 
finish in the money, though 
it was in the finals of the 


$1-million contest. 

Winning projects 
included an animal shelter 
in Yellowknife, N.W.T., and 
playgrounds around the 
country. 

Crossley's support, which 
was shown through more 
than 25,000 online votes, 
raised the spirit of the school. 

Yallup said organizers hope 
to tap into that demonstrated 
support with a fundraising 
project for a new boat called 
The Pride of Pelham. 

At Saturday’s dinner she 
bounced the idea off Mayor 
Dave Augustyn Saturday and 
received encouragement. 

“You get good value out of 
the boats. They usually last 
10 to 15 years” but an eight- 
seater will cost $30,000. 

Funds raised at Saturday’s 
event will be used for new 


blades and to pay down a 
debt on a boat purchased a 
couple of years ago. It will 
also help pay for replacing 
rowing machines used for 
winter training. 

As part of the Saturday eve¬ 
ning, teams of four competed 
on the “ergs” against a course 
projected on a screen in the 
gymnasium. 

"Usually, the fathers of 
team members jump into 
this,” said Yallup. 

For the first time, Crossley 
is selling clothing for Crossley 
supporters such as parents 
and grandparents to wear at 
regattas. 

"We’H have to advertise

All schools need 
resources 

V ou wonder who thirds; up these things 
J. up. The idea of creating a school for 
students from low income families leaves 
you speechless. Has everyone in the District 
School Board of Niagara forgotten then- 
experiences in school? 

At sometime or another, everyone 
felt isolated and labelled. Whether nerd, 
jock, four-eyes, fatty, skinny, slow learner 
or clumsy, we all are different Putting it 
into perspective became the challenge of 
growing up. No doubt the DSBN Academy 
is based on good intentions. Someone saw a 


learning disadvantages. They would focus 
on improving a student's ability to study. The 
students from low income familieswould be 
isolated from distracting peer pressure. 

However do youwantto be labelled as 
someone who needs the help? We already 
have problems with the labelling of schools 
across the school board. Parents are reluctant 
to send children to particular schools based 
on the neighbourhoods they are in. Can 
you imagine the stigma of taking a bus to 
an academy the board calls the “poor kids 
school"? Even if the board goes through 
with this nonsense, we see another danger 
on the horizon. Once the school is in place, 
it will become an excuse to cut special 
learning services to students across the board. 
Number crunchers will say they can go to the 
academy, if their families are poor enough. 
After those student services disappear, then 
the cost-cutters will target the academy. 

Over the past 40 years, we've come a long 
way in education. Stodents with various 
physical and mental challenges have move 
out of isolated institutions and into their 
neighbourhood schools. They have become 
part of their communities. 

So why take astep backwards and 
create an institution for economic disabled 
students? Let’s use common sense. Don't 
take the students to the learning resources. 
Take the resources to the students in all our 
schools.

While we are now entering the first 
year of the next four-year term of office, 
the budget process will follow the 
successful path of former years and, 
in fact, it began last July 15,2010 when 
the former council gave guidance that 
the total tax increase should not exceed 

That is in keeping with what we 
call the “affordability strategy” in 
recognition of the limited ability 
of Niagara taxpayers to sustain tax 
increases. Our goal was to ensure that 
annual tax increases do not exceed the 
annual rate of inflation or better. 

While the upper limit for regional 
tax increases was set at 1.4%, it is 
recognized that, even in tough times, 
there are new building starts and 
additions which add tax revenue to the 
regional coffers. That is true again this 
year as the increase in assessment due 
to new construction is estimated to be 

When that is applied to our upper 
tax limit of 1.4% it yields a net increase 
of 0%. In fact, the regional staff are, at 
this time, able to recommend a 1.15% 
increase resulting in a slight potential 
drop in regional taxes of 0.25%. 

If you examine this “affordability 
strategy” over the last four years, it 
averages out to an annual regional tax 
increase of 0.08%. 

This is well below annual CPI 
increases and significantly better than 
other regions and major centres in 
Ontario. But the tax rate increase is only 
part of the story. 

When we talk about budgets, we refer 
to the current or operating budget and 
the capital budget.

In some cases we have 
built up reserve accounts 
to help finance these 
projects. In some cases, 
projects are funded through 
development charges 
files against the property 
developers themselves. 

In some cases we fund 
them in a partnership with 
local municipalities, the 
province or the federal 


government. 

In most cases we finance 
them through debentures 
over a number of years, 
similar to a mortgage on a 
house. 

While we are not near 
our upper limit of debt, 
our current capital budget 
requests are just under 
$138 million. 

Our commissioner 
recommends that we 
eliminate $14.6 million 
from this amount to 


maintain our future 
options and bond ratings. 

Most municipalities cite 
this “infrastructure deficit” 
and continue to request 
government action to 

In the last two terms, 
governments have 
responded through 
changes to the GST/ 

HST taxes and rebates of 
portions of the gasoline 

Nonetheless, 


organizations such as the 
CAA continue to publish 
the “10 worst road” lists 
because governments 
can’t keep pace with the 
demand. It should be noted 
that while bridges and 
roads are expensive, so are 
the kilometres of hidden 
water and sewer pipes 
throughout Niagara. 

Despite the delay caused 
by the election, it is hoped 
that we can soon finalize 
the capital budget so that 


we can get tenders out for 
the lowest bids and get 
projects completed on 
schedule. 

The operating budget 
completion and water/ 
wastewater rate setting 
should be complete by the 
end of March, 2011.

Board director stands behind 
low-income school

ST. CATHARINES — While 
critics of the newly approved 
DSBN Academy see stigmatiza¬ 
tion and segregation of students, 
proponents say it’s all about 
opportunity and hope. 

Last week, Daniel Peat, presi¬ 
dent of the Ontario Secondary 
School Teachers Federation 
District 22 Niagara, withdrew 
his group's backing of the 
regional school for students from 
low-income families. But on 
Monday, District School Board 
of Niagara education director 
Warren Hoshizaki reaffirmed 
his support for the plan. 

Hoshizaki said the need for 
programs and opportunities to 
help students break the cycle 
of poverty and enter college 
or university has long been 
discussed. 

He said students from low- 
income families lag behind 
the rest when it comes to 
moving on to post-secondary 
education. 

While the board has iden¬ 


tified 34 priority schools and 
provides various supports for 
its students, DSBN Academy, 
he said, is another strategy to 
help students move on to post¬ 
secondary studies. 

The academy will offer tutor¬ 
ing, mentoring and before- and 
after-school programs. 

It will also provide students 
assistance in their applications to 
post-secondary schools, as well 
as for scholarships and loans. 

“If they choose to take the 
opportunity, we're providing it. 
If they choose not to, that’s fine, 
too,” he said. 

As for the OSSTF withdrawing 
its support, Hoshizaki said he did 
not yet know how far-reaching the 
impact of that decision might be. 

“My only response is that the 
school starts in grades 6 and 7, so it 
doesn’t impact secondary (school) 
unions at this time,” he said, 
adding that while the school will 
eventually continue to Grade 12, it 
would begin in September offering 
those two grades at Empire School 
in Welland. 

“He (Peat) has been in all of our 
advisory meetings until this point 


in time. He has been very support¬ 
ive up until this point in time. Until 
Friday, he's been there every step 
of the way. And we haven't had a 
chance to talk to him since then,” 
Hoshizaki said. 

While the board has been criti¬ 
cized over a lack of public dis¬ 
cussion in the process since it 
approved the new school a week 
ago, Hoshizaki said it has been 
discussed at meetings since 
January 2010 and with trust¬ 
ees on both the current and 
former boards during the past 

For example, in October, 
he said, the board received a 
report from its program and 
planning committee at its 
regular meeting to continue 
to support the project, then 
named Project Connect, and 
to hire a project co-ordinator 
as part of its Special Initiatives 
program. 

He said most discussion has 
taken place at the program and 
planning committee, which is 
open to the public,

THE BIRTH CONTROL PILL 


The birth control pill is one of the most commonly used medications. 
However, there still remain some misconceptions about the pill. 

There are a number of different types of pills. They all contain the same 
type of estrogen. Newer pills have less estrogen than older pills. Newer 
pills are effective in preventing pregnancy and they demonstrate reduced 
symptoms of bloating and breast tenderness. The lower dose pills may 
be less effective if one pill is missed. If an individual goes for longer than 
seven days in a pill free interval that is when they are at most risk of 
pregnancy. This means it is very important to take the last pill and the first 
pill of a cycle. There are some recommendations that a pill with a higher 
dose of estrogen should be used in women weighing over 154 pounds for 
increased effectiveness. 

Pills differ in the type of progesterone they contain. Some pills are 
particularly effective for improving acne. Diane 35 is used to treat 
moderate to severe acne. Yaz is used for mild to moderate acne. There 
may be a very small increased risk of forming a clot on these pills, and so 
pills such as Alesse and Marvelon can be tried first. 

Some pills are monophasic, meaning they have constant levels of estrogen 
and progesterone. Others have changing levels of progesterone. Both 
types of pills are effective, the only difficulty with a triphasic pill is that it 
is not ideal to be taken without a pill free interval. If an individual wants to 
take their pills back to back to avoid a period, they may still get a period 
with the triphasic pill. 

Sometimes women develop migraines on the pill because of a drop 
in estrogen during the week off the pill, or they want to avoid having a 
period. In this case it may be worth taking Seasonale. This is a pill you 
take for three months in a row without a break. This is safe to do and may 
help with the above mentioned issues. 

Patients should be aware that some medications can decrease 
the effectiveness of the pill. Rifampin, barbiturates, phenytoin and 
carbamazepine can all decrease effectiveness. Experts say that 
antibiotics are unlikely to reduce efficacy of the pill. 

The pill is a good tool for treating a myriad of issues. It can prevent 
pregnancy, clear acne, regulate and lighten cycles. There a number of 
options when it comes to the type of pill you take to address each of 
these concerns. Talk to your doctor or pharmacist to determine the right

Larger VW Passat

Volkswagen has unveiled 
a new larger Passat for 2012, 
with plans to build the new 
sedan in Chattanooga, 
Tennessee. 

For the new Passat, the 
folks at Volks wanted a 
larger, premium sedan over 
the European Passat intro¬ 
duced in Paris in fall 2010, 
because it would fit better 
with the tastes and lifestyles 
of Americans, yet they also 
wanted to preserve the han¬ 
dling characteristics for 
which VWs are known. 

The looks are in keep¬ 
ing with the recently intro¬ 
duced Jetta but with a grille 
design that is more upright 
and three-dimensionally 
sculpted. Also, the rear 
window finishes off a coupe 
like roof sweep, reminiscent 
of the Passat CC (no word 
on whether that model will 
continue). 

Inside, chrome trimmed 
gauges surround a digital 
multifunction display, with 
bright trimwork also applied 
to die headlight knob, emer¬ 
gency brake handle button, 
and around the vents and 
audio, navigation and HVAC 
systems. On all but the base 
Passat trim, chrome accents 
can also be found on the 
window, mirror adjustment 
and trunk opening switches. 

Power is provided by one 
of three engines: a respon¬ 
sive 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
engine that puts out 170 hp 
and 177 lb.-ft. of torque, the 
eco-friendly 2.0-litre four 
cylinder turbodiesel or the 
3.6-litre narrow angle V6. The 
standard transmission with 
the four cylinder engines is a 
five-speed manual, the VR6 
uses the six-speed dual clutch 
transmission (DSG), which is 
also optional with the diesel. 
The optional tranny with the 
2.5 is a six-speed automatic 
with sequential shift. 

There’s been no official 
announcement as to whether 
Passat will continue with 
the VW Canada Trendline, 
Comfortline and Highline 
trims, but all will aim to pro¬ 
vide first-in-class safety and 
comfort. 

Included in the suite of 
safety features is Volkswagen’s 
advanced Intelligent Crash 
Response Systems, which 
shuts off fuel supply and 
high consumption electronic

■ MYSTERY TICKET: Pelham brothers among winners 

Worth the wait

ST. CATHARINES — Adam 
Barnett is making plans to pay 
off his mortgage. 

Joseph Reaman is thinking 
about the baby on the way. 

And Daniel Campbell is just 
overwhelmed. 

The Niagara men were 
among seven owners of a win¬ 
ning 2003 Super 7 lottery ticket 
that was claimed by someone 
else. Seven years after their 
purchase, the former construc¬ 
tion co-workers are splitting a 
prize that’s now worth $14.85 
million, including interest 

“This stuff doesn’t happen 
to people like us,” said Barnett, 
32, of Grimsby, at a news con¬ 
ference in Toronto Thursday 
and broadcast on TV. 

The men, five of whom live 
in Niagara, will each receive 
$2.1 million. The group was 
weeded out of 661 claimants 
who came forward for the 
$12.5-million winning ticket 
Ontario Provincial Police said 
was falsely cashed in by opera¬ 
tors of a Burlington variety 
store. The seven men worked 
together in 2003 installing 
underground cables like fibre 
optics, and pooled their money 
to buy Super 7 quick picks. 

Although they have gone 
separate ways for jobs, 40-year- 
old James Reaman of Ridgeville 
told the news conference they 
are still friends. When Ontario 
Lottery and Gaming Corp. 
launched a search for the real 
winners of the mystery ticket, 
Reaman said the group got 
together and started talking 
about the possibility it could 
be them. 

The men have been asked 
not to speak about the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding their 
ticket purchase because they 
are witnesses in the criminal 
case before the courts. 

But OLG officials confirmed 
their win Monday after two 
separate investigations by OPP 
and OLG investigators. 

“A little bit of disbelief at 
first,” Reaman said at the 
announcement. "It’s sinking 
in now.” 

The other Niagara win¬ 
ners included Campbell, 37, 
of St. Catharines, Michael 
Maddocks, 35, of Beamsville 
and Reaman’s brother Joseph, 
35, also of Ridgeville, in 
Pelham. 

“It’s a little surreal,” said 
Joseph Reaman. "I’ve got a 
baby on the way and he’s pretty 
much set for life.” 


Maddocks said he planned 
to live debt-free and help out 
his family, but he still planned 
to work. 

Barnett of Grimsby was also 
planning to pay off debts. 

“It would be nice to live 
mortgage-free,” said Barnett, 
adding he plans to help his 
family and do some travelling. 

The other members of the 
winning group were Jason 
Dykema, 34, of Burlington, 
who said he’ll be moving into 
a bigger home with his wife, 
and Daniel MacGregor, 36, of 
Burford, who plans to buy a 
truck. 

In September 2010, lottery 
officials announced they were 
seeking the individual or group 
who purchased a Super 7 ticket 
in 2003 at That’s Entertainment 
on Lake St in St Catharines. 

The ticket was validated at 
Variety Plus on Dundas St. 
in Burlington and won a free 
ticket. That free ticket won the 
$12.5-million jackpot in the 
Dec. 26,2003 Super 7 draw. 

The OPP allege the winning 
ticket was stolen by a father 
and son who worked at Variety 
Plus and then redeemed 
by another family member 
who was given the prize in 
December 2004. 

Police laid criminal charges 
against Kathleen Chung, Jun- 
Chul Chung and Kenneth 
Chung on Sept. 28,2010. 

Lottery officials created a 
customer and ticket profile 
to track down the real winner 
using new Data Analysis and 
Retrieval Technology. 

Because the original 
ticket was purchased in St. 
Catharines and redeemed in 
Burlington, officials believed 
the valid winner lived in one 
city in 2003 and worked in 
the other. They also believed 
the mystery customer played 
Super 7 regularly. 

Hundreds of people con¬ 
tacted the OLG claiming they 
could be the winner. 

Last week police announced 
they had found the true vic¬ 
tims, now millionaires. 

OLG board chairman Paul 
Godfrey told the news confer¬ 
ence that lottery officials held 
back some information that 
only the winners would have 
known. 

He praised the efforts of 
the OPP, who found the win¬ 
ners. OLG investigators then 
reviewed the police findings. 

The OLG announced it is 
launching a civil action against 
the Chung family to recover 
the money.
